They made the trip on horseback, and 
when they reached Colorado several 
In the party were sick. They hnd not 
been there long when they lu'ard the 
Southern Stntes had left the Union, 
and that Indiana would probably be n 
battle-ground In the coming struggle, 
Lincoln started back to Indiana, and 
when he arrived nt Princeton, de- 
cided to enlist In the Union army. He 
joined the Fifty-eighth Indiana regi- 
ment.

ACTION ONJUGUR BILL 


SECOND STAGE PASSES HOUSE OF 


COMMONS 


Efforts for Twenty Yean dart Been Directed 


Towards Secmtof Voluntary Abandonment of 
BoMttes—American Market iajeopardy. 


London—The house of commons baa 


•passed the sugar convention bill to 
its second reading by a vote of 224 to 
14. 


In the course of the debate upon the 


bill Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, 
in defending it, said: 


"For twenty years we have tried to 


secure the voluntary abandonment of 
bounties. 
It was only 
when 
we 


changed our policy and suggested re- 
taliation that we secured the object 
for which we had struggled so long 
that we finally escaped a condition of 
things under which Austria and Ger- 
many would be able to regulate the 
price of sugar in Great Britian." 


Chamberlain said the bill would 


not increase the price of sugar, but 
by giving greater stability and cer- 
tainty to the trade would benefit the 
sugar interests. 
Referring 
to the 


possibility of closing the American 
market, ho said: 


"If 
we had only treated the West 


Indies fairly there is no reason why 
they should not be supplying us with 
the greater part of our demand. The 
government has had the choice be- 
tween 
prohibition 
and 
rebating 


duties." 


He believed prohibition the simplest 


plan but should it be necessary he 
would take the opinion of parliament 
upon the question of countervailing. 


Chamberain did not touch directly 


upon the fiscal question, but inci- 
dentally remarked: "Wo are on the 
eve of a great economic fight and it 
behooves everybody to keep cool as 
long as possible aud not turn this 
economic into a personal light.''

There is much force in the call for 


bettor soedless oranges made by < > . T. 
D., in tho Southern Fruit Grower; 
and his claim that there is a tendency 
to deterioration is a point worthy of 
consideration, and no douot some en- 
terprising and skillful orange grower 
will follow out his suggestion and 
proceed with the necessary experi- 
mental effort to secure such develop- 
ment. Hero is what he has to &ay: 


"Tho objection to the Washington 


unvel is that the skius are thick nud 
that tho pseudo orange in tho bloom 
ond is frequently as largo as the end 
of a man's thumb and- an inch long, 
a dry white fiber 
penetrating the 


orange to tho white stem end. Now 
tiiivl ag<iiij ! h-rio ut.jcc.!.iL/uu «re over- 
balanced by the flue quality of the 
pulp, which, iu laiye oranges isr juicy 
aud sweet; 
in fact, the 
Heedless 


oranges are all sweet and of good 
tlavor. 


"Tiie ietiek'uey tu deterioration is 


not iu the flavor, but in the pseudo 
growth that amounts to a 
second 


growth orange, and to a vsry thick 
rind. Horticulturists cannot afford to 
give up the seedless oranges to these 
tendencies. Hybridization with thin 
skinned, juicy stock will arrest the 
natural inclination to this unprofit- 
able second growth, and put on the 
market oranges that may 
not 
be 


wholly without seed, but of better 
quality than either variety that is 
used to hybridize. 


"New Orleans is a great market for 


oranges. Large quantities are con- 
sumed, and the people are critical 
judges of fruit. 
The exports think 


tho old Louisiana Sweet unsurpassed. 
Citrus auraueum fluids embraces the 
sweet oranges, under several Juainos. 
They are large, thin skinned and very 
juicy and sweet. Pomologists 
call 


them very early, early, lote and very 
lute, which gives au uninterrupted 
supply of very Hue oranges through 
all the season. Centennial, Noupariel, 
Pineapple, Paper-rind, Hessie, Dugat, 
Madam Vinous and Magnum Bonnm, 
with Hart's Late, are all popular 
varieties. Shippers 
that buy from 


tho orange groves 
know 
the dif- 


ference iu these sweet oranges, but 
buyers of 
oranges at retail, from 


fruit stalls, market, aud other sources 
call them by tho collective name, 
which, in New Orleans, is generally 
Louisiana Sweet.

the larger apricots were worth 


more than double the .-mailer ones 
from ! he mipruncd tiee.

I took coal tar or gas tar and painted 
eight or ten Inches of the main stems 
on the north side where they are less 
exposed to the sun, commencing at 
tho ground nnd painting one-half of 
tho largo stems aud on several places 
among the main branches. The result 
was a perfect cure. A neighbor lost 
all of his vines but four aud the half 
of the fifth. I gave him some of tho 
tar aud he saved the four vines and 
even the half vine. 


"I had two vines on some new laud 


this 
year 
and they 
were 
badly 


diseased when I examined them. I 
treated them at once aud they have 
entirely recovered, they have grown as 
high as the fence aud are full of fruit. 
The 
'1 isease is • caused by a 
very 


minute 
parasite 
which works 
in 


the stem near tho ground. Tho coal 
tar is instant death to them. The 
fumes may be as deadly as the tar 
itself."

Cardinal Sarto, who has been 


elected Pope, has taken the name 
of Pius X 
The chances of the 


cardinal 
for succeeding to the 


Pontificate wore consistently ig 
nored in the speculations of the 
press. 
Only once or twice was 


the name fhentioned. and then in 
the most cursory manner. Prob- 
ably the cardinal himself shared 
this view of the 
probabilities. 


Throughout the illness of Leo 
and in the first few days follow- 
ing the latter's death, Cardinal 
Sarto remained in Venice. He 
only entered 
Rome among the 


very last arrivals, four days be- 
fore the conclave opened. 


The appointment of Giuseppi 


Sarto to the Patriarchal See of 
Venice ten years ago gave rise to 
considerable controversy between 
the Holy See and the Italian gov 
ernment. 
The latter pretende< 


to be heir of the ancient privi 
leges accorded by the pontiffs t 
the Venetian republic, and con 
sequently claimed the right o 
appointing the patriarch. 


Sarto was born at Riego in thi 


diocese of Treviso, a few milei 
north of Venice, June 2, 1835 
He studied, in the seminaries o 
Treviso and Padua, and was or 
dained September 18, 1858. 
He 


remained a priest, serving in the 
several different parishes about 
Venice until 1875. 
He was then 


elected Episcopal chancellor anc 
afterward 
spiritual director oi 


ual work of the salvation of souls. 


Early in April, Pope L«o, id a 


conversation with Father Perosi, 
the 
Italian composer, said in 


speaking'of Cardinal Sarto: "Hold 
him very dear Perosi, as in the 
future he will be able to do much 
for you. We firmly believe he 
will be our successor." 


Sarto has been known for many 


years as one of the greatest 
preachers in the church.

It was 
he who caused the revival of the 
Oregorian chauto in Venice, and 
be always insisted strongly on 
strict observances 
of liturgical 


rules by his priests.

Venice,

among diocesan clergy, which he 
s?t himself to.reform with vigor, 
but also with charity. 
One of 


his reforms was an order that the 
gospel lesson read Sundays and 
on feast days should be explained 
to the people in tlu- vernacular.
